Abbott's latest budget. With esti- 
mated. government expenditures ‘of 
$4.75 billions—$340 millions larger 
than last year—it has still been pos- 
sible to make substantial reductions 
in a number of ‘levies, including in- 
come tax. 

The reason lies in Canadian pro- 
duction. In 1951 Canada’s gross 
national product, by which is meant 
the value of all goods- and services 
produced during the year, was $21 
billions. Last year it amounted to 
$23 billions. This year Mr. Abbott 
estimates it will reach $24 billions 
a new all-time high. 

Because of this constantly grow- 
ing productivity Canadians can pay 
slightly lower taxes on incomes and 
commodities yet still yield a larger 
total. Since there is more wealth to 
tax, the tax rate can be lowered to 
achieve the same Or a better resguit 

There can be little question, of 
course, that the new budget has been 
fashioned with one eye on the voters. 
Removal of the so-called . nuisance 
taxes—the cheque levy, the radio 
license fee—are obvious bids for 
public approval. But there is equally 
no doubt that the administration of 
the country. during the past years 
has been such that post-war recovery 
has been hastened and a period of 
prosperity entered upon that is ex- 
ceeded by no country in the world. 

The estimated surplus, for the 
past several years a favorite political 
target, is somewhat lower for the 
coming year, at $11 millions In 
reality, there is no such thing as a 
government surplus. All money col- 
lected as revenue.is used for some- 
thing.
